In the Balearic islands 
thousands of w orkm en are living upou 
alms. 
Catalonia, though the richest 
region in Spain, has suffered 1110s: deep­ 
ly from the loss of the Cuban m arket. 
The Catalouiau m anufacturers recently 
tried to place their goods in the P hilip­ 
pine islands. 
They w ere beginning to 
succeed, aud their exports to M auila 
w ere increasing rapidly.
